Great Britain, once the world’s 
most successful merchant, has 
applied, hat in hand, for mem- 
bership in the European market. 
Once she is admitted the Ameri- 
can foreign trade position, not 
now good enough, will become 
more difficult. The Common 
Market eliminates community 
tariffs. But, it ,raises them 
against non-members. 


It is not, therefore, inconceiv- 
able that in fewer years than 
most persons now imagine there 
will be a Free World Common 
Market. Necessity will be the 
mother of this decision. It is not 
good politics to suggest that the 
United States begin now to plan, 
and work toward, such a union. 
But, it will come. It will not be 
painless. It will invoke the sur- 
vival-of-the-fittest law in a most 
realistic manner. But it will be 
necessary. The alternative to it 
is even more painful. 


Economic Community 


The free world, working as an 
economic community, can defeat 
the Russians. If this is to be a 
world of uneasy, dog-eat-dog 
coexistence, without a world war 
and the consuming flames of it, 
then the totalitarian Soviet and 
Chinese bloc will, in time, de- 
feat us economically unless free 
societies join in common cause 
against them. This is why, within 
the next few years, we will begin 
to hear more and more about 
such a union. 


The immediate reaction to this 
suggestion of a free world trade 
union, in so far as the average 
person-is concerned, is negative. 
But, when they learn that the 
competitive problem is such that 
wages may not otherwise be able 
to advance, that prices and 
profits may be adjusted down- 
ward, and the dollar’s value en- 
dangered, there will be a change 
in thinking. 

We are in a world revolution. 
It is not merely social, but eco- 
nomic. Old political systems, like 
old economic systems, are no 
longer able to survive without 
intelligent adjustment to change. 


It is not necessarily true that 
government will dominate our 
lives, personal and economic. But, 
we should not fail to see that if 
we do not make use of the fed- 
eral government in small ways, 
it will, in time, be necessary to 
accept it in big ways. 


Government Help 


We alreadyu.are at the point 
where, to keep ourselves com- 
petitive in world trade, we must 
have help from the government 
in research and development for 
those mass-employment industries 
which are engaged in interna- 
tional competition. The example 
of the coal, produced by machines 
at a price almost $4 per ton under 
that of German and British coal, 
is an illustration. We cannot de- 
lay or deny automation. This will 
be our major weapon to defeat 
the Communist production—which 
will be formidable. Those addled 
minds which still prefer to believe 
that the Russians did not really 
put two men in orbit about the 
earth, and that they are unable 
to become an industrial ccmpeti- 
tor, happily, are few in number. 


There are vast, unmet needs in 
all areas of our economy. There 
are several millions unemployed. 
There are millions of Americans 
who live in poverty. There are 
not enough schools, or teachers. 
Our cities are decaying at the 
center. 


To do these things we must 
have an economy which grows.

Reds Drive

BERLIN (UPI)—East Berlin 
police drove trucks Tuesday night 
into a crowd of 300 anti-Com- 
munists and broke up a march to 
the sealed East-West Berlin bor- 
der by East Berliners. 


Communist border police ear- 
lier opened fire for the first time 
on three refugees who made it 
across the border safely. Reports 
reaching Berlin said East Ger- 
many had arrested as many as 
10,000 anti-Communists as po- 
tential defectors. 


West Berlin police said Tues- 
day night’s violence erupted after 
300 East Berliners massed at the 
corner of Unter Den Linden and 
Friedrich Strasse—Berlin’s Broad- 
way—to march on the Commu- 
nist-sealed Brandenburg Gate a 
mile away. 


The Communist

rades routed the group with 
trucks driven head-on at the dem- 
onstrators. The number of in- 
jured was not known.

Witnesses said the demonstra- 
tors grumbled loudly when police, 
militia and _ plainclothesmen 
forced them back towards the 
Marx Engels Platz. There was 
some scuffling but no major vio- 
lence was reported as the crowd 
broke up and reformed several 
times. 


It was the type of spontaneous 
anti-Communist incident West 
Berlin officials said they feared 
could lead to rioting and blood- 
shed. There was no bloodshed, 
but witnesses said serious fight- 
ing was averted only by a hair’s 
breadth. 


Each time the demonstrators 
reformed about.60 to 909 Commu- 
nist police climbed into trucks, 
rushed into the heart of the 
crowd, dismounted and scattered 
the East Berliners.

‘ WASHINGTON—The Kennedy administration set 
out Tuesday to portray East Germany’s closing of the 
border between East and West Berlin as a dramatic 
confession of Communist failure. 


The highest officials here indi- 
cated that this would be the ex- 
tent, for the time being, of the 
Allied response to Communist 
moves in Berlin. As long as West- 
ern rights of access to the divided 
city are respected, the officials 
said, protest and vigorous propa- 
ganda will be their primary form 
of retaliation. 


At the same time, admin- 
istration continued to call atten- 
tion to its plans for a steady 
military buildup. In what are 
likely to be daily progress re- 
ports on the partial mobilization, 
the administration hopes to con- 
vince the Soviet Union that it will 
be at peak strength for either 
conventional or nuclear warfare 
by the end of the year. 


TO KEEP 28,000 


The Air Force announced a pro- 
gram to keep 28,000 men on active 
duty past their normal term. It 
will call for volunteers but will 
freeze other men in the Air Force 
for periods of up to one year un- 
der the authorization to increase 
its strength by as many as 65,000 
men. The Air Force's present 
strength is. about 822,000. 


Retaliation by economic sanc- 
tions against the Soviet Bloc con- 
tinued to be discussed among the 
Allies. But Washington, at least, 
appeared convinced that an ef- 
fective embargo would be ex-

‘The au- 
thorized strength to be reached 
by next July 1 is about 888,000.

CAPE CANAVERAL (UPI)—The 
United States apparently put into 
orbit Tuesday night an Explorer 
XII satellite to gather data on the 
mysteries of cosmic rays, the 
deadly Van Allen radiation belts, 
and the behavior of the sun.

The State Board of Education 
was restrained by a _ federal 
court order Tuesday from carry- 
ing out its decision to allow a 
white Atlanta girl to transfer 
from a desegregated school to a 
segregated one. 


U.S. District Judge Frank 
Hooper Jr., who issued the order, 
restrained the state board from 
“taking any further action tend- 
ing to cause the Atlanta Board of 
Education to violate the previous 
orders and judgments of this court 
in said case.” 

The judge ordered the members 
of the State Board of Education 
to appear at a hearing at 10 a.m. 
Friday to show cause why they 
should not be made parties to 
the Atlanta school desegregation 
decision and why their order in 
the case of the white girl should 
not be vacated. 


WITHOUT HEARING 


Hooper’s order was entered ex 
parte—that is, without a hearing 
—because he said there was not 
sufficient time for service on the 
state board members Tuesday. 


Attorneys for the Atlanta board 
presented their petition to Hooper 
at his home. 
The judge’s restraining order 
was the latest in a series of light- 
ning-swift developments in the 
case of Sandra Melkild, who has 
sought transfer from Northside 
High School, which is about to 
be desegregated, to all-white 
Dykes High. 


Her request was rejected bv 
Atlanta Schools Supt. John W. 
Letson and by the Atlanta Board 
of Education. But last week the 
state board ruled that Atlanta of- 
ficials had ‘‘abused their discre- 
tion’ in the decision and ordered 
the city board to grant the trans- 
fer. 


REFUSED TO RECONSIDER 


On Monday of this week, the 
state board refused to reconsider 
its decision, despite arguments 
from Atlanta school attorney A. C. 
(Pete) Latimer that the decision 
would destroy the principles. of 
local control and pupil place- 
ment. 


Only a few hours later, the At- 
lanta board directed its attorneys 
to refer the matter to federal 
court. 


In a petition filed late Tuesday 
afternoon with Judge Hooper, 
school attorneys asked merely for 
“‘an order of clarification’ in the 
Melkild case and “others of a 
similar nature.”

MIAMI, Fla. (AP)—American 
and Cuban groups left Florida 
Tuesday in a plane-boat swap re- 
sisted to the last by bill collectors. 


A 10-man Eastern Air Lines 
crew arrived in Havana to spruce 
up and bring back a $2.5-million, 
70-passenger plane that was hi- 
jacked to Cuba July 24 with 38 
persons aboard. 


Three Cuban navy men set out 
from Key West, Fla., for Havana 
in a $50,000 patrol boat which po- 
litical refugees used to reach 
Florida July 29. The Coast Guard 
escorted the craft to international 
waters and gave the Cubans sev- 
eral guns which were in the boat 
when it reached Key West.

Birmingham Residents 
Enter Suit tor Justice 


Add Alabama to the list of states with 
court suits pending to force reappor- 
tionment of their legislative bodies! 

The reason is simple enough. The state 
constitution requires that the Alabama 
House and Senate reapportion themselves 
every 10 years. Despite the fact, how- 
ever, that the Constitution was adopted in 
1901, there has been no reapportionment 
in 60 years. Shifts in population have 
been ignored. 

A group of Birmingham citizens have 
brought suit in federal court asking for 
state-at-large elections to the legislature 
until such time as it reapportions itself. 
They charge that lack of representation 
denies them equal protection of the law, 
both in voting and taxation. 

The suit specifically cites one Alabama 
county, Lowndes, with 15,417 population. 
It has two members of the House and is 
a senatorial district by itself, while sev- 
eral counties with many times as many 
residents have less representation. Gov. 
John Patterson says that 15 per cent 
of the people have the legislative votes to 
dominate the state. 


Jefferson County, home of Birming- 
ham, does have a beef. Lowndes has one 
House member for each 7,709 inhabitants, 
while Jefferson has one for every 90,695 
persons. 

People of Fulton County, Georgia, can 
sympathize. The County of Echols has a 
House member for its 1,876 residents. 
Fulton’s three representatives speak for 
185,000 people each. 

Georgia’s county unit system and its 
legislative setup are even more unjust 
than Alabama’s. That is why the out- 
come of this suit will be awaited with 
interest.

In a normal period of history 
this triumph would be a cause 
of rejoicing by its authors. Wash- 
ington, London, Paris and Bonn 
would be joyously proclaiming the 
stunning evidence of their success 
in forcing Moscow to attest its 
failure in a vital frontier of com- 
munism. But the postwar place- 
ment of Berlin 110 miles within 
the Soviet zone originated the 
delicate and dangerous situation 
which has restrained the Western 
powers to a protest to Moscow 
against the orders that constitute 
its latest unilateral violation of 
solemn international contracts.

NAACP, KING BACK IT 

The National Association forthe 
Advancement of Colored People 
backed the attorney general's 


} plan, as did the Southern Chris- 


tian Leadership Council, headed 
by Dr. Martin Luther King. 


But spokesmen for major bus 
companies opposed the recom- 
mendations as “‘extending beyond 
the commission’s authority.’’ They 
also feared “a serious loss of 
business” if the proposed rules 
were adopted. 


A brief submitted by Mississip- 
pi’s attorney general, Joe T. Pat- 
terson, labeled the plan ‘‘an un- 
warranted intrusion” in the af- 
fairs of his state. 


13 TESTIFY 


In all, 13 witnesses testified in 
hearings held at the ICC building 
on the Kennedy recommend- 
ations. 


The attorney general’s seven- 
step proposals were filed in June, 
shortly after violence erupted 
over attempts by ‘‘freedom rid- 


} ers” to integrate Southern bus 


terminals. 

Kennedy’s suggestions would 
eliminate segregation in _ rest 
rooms, eating places, waiting

All interstate buses also would 
required to display a sign 
declaring that ‘‘seating on this 
vehicle is without regard to race, 
color, creed, or national origin.’

The commissioners expressed 
concern over whether ICC had 
the authority to take measures 
that would run directly counter 
to local state segregation laws.

The “coin of the realm’’ might 
be anything from salt to stone 
to gold, but Oscar Dodson is fa- 
miliar with them all. 


Dodson is president om the 
American Numismatic Associa- 
tion now holding its annual con- 
vention at the Biltmore ‘Hotel 
here. The convention—the asso- 
ciation’s 70th—will last through 
Saturday, with attendance pre- 
dicted at more than 2,000 collec- 
tors and dealers. 


Dodson,° who is a retired rear 
admiral, has made coins his hob- 
by and now his job. He is direc- 
tor of the Money Museum of the 
National Bank of Detroit. The 
museum has one of America’s 
finest collections of fine coins. 


The rear admiral’s first love 
is the coinage of ancient times. 


STORY OF MAN 


“The story of coins is the story 
of man since the beginning of 
recorded history,” Dodson said. 
“Tf found while teaching history 
that I could stimulate study of 
the past by using coins. I would 
pass around a small silver coin 
of ancient Greece. I would tell 
the students that Socrates might 
have spent that particular coin 
for a glass of wine. 


‘That illustration would make 
the students realize they were 
studying about real, flesh and 
blood people.” 


Dodson said that coins took all 
forms in the ancient world and in 
primitive societies of today. He 
told of the stone ‘“‘coins’’ of the 
Island of Yap—some of which 
weigh tons.
